'• I 'Hough thisTrafl of Archimedes his Arenarius have been t r- 
J mtrly twice printed w Greek , and thrice in Latin, yet did 
the ( earned Dr .Wallis fee caufe enough to publifh another Edition, 
therein prefenting us with many emendations in the Original , and 
with a new Verfion in Latin, and adding fame fliort fhi6ure, fer- 
vingtoilluftratethefenfe thereof. And the Book feemed to de- 
ferve thefe pains, as being not only an elegant and acute piece, wor¬ 
thy of Archimedes ,but alfo an excellent Monument preferving both 
a pieceof remote Antiquity , as is that y of Ariflarchus Samius his 
Hypothefis, revived by Copernicus, and that of the Dorick Dialeff 
in Profe. Befides,it exhibits the foundation laid of the Art of Num- 
brtng or rather Noting of numbers, now in ufeamongft u>, with Sa- 
racenique or rather Indian Cyphers. And it accommodates thofe 
numbers ,&c. not only to numbers proportional in a de¬ 

cuple ratio; but alfo to any others, in any ratio what foever, that are 
in a continual proportion from the Unite; And they are the fame 
with what is commonly call'd Unit, Root, Quadrat , Cube, Biqua¬ 
drat, to wit,

As to the argument of the Book, ’tis well enough known to the 
Curious, that it Geometrically flbews a number exceeding that 
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which is equal fo the number of theSand,capable to (ill up not only 
the whole Earth and its cavities, but alfo the whole World. 

To this Traft of t he Number of the Sand, is added that other 
of the fame Archimedes, touching the Dimenfion of a Circle^ becaofe 
Vis feveral times quoted in the former,as the foundation of his Cal¬ 
cutta ; nor did it want emendation. To it is annexed Eutecius his 
fhort Commentary upon the faid Dimenfion, which exhibits a Spe¬ 
cimen of the form and manner, wherein the later Greeks were wont 
ro write their Comments upon their more ancient Authors ; and 
fhews withal,how laborious it was to make Multiplications, Divi- 
(ions, and Extractions of roots before the ufe of the Indian Cyphers 
was introduced, as a fo after what manner they were performed. 

11 . Obfervattones Medic* circa tMORBORUM ACUTORUM 
HlSrORUM El CURATIONEM; Auth. ThomaSydenham 
M. D. Londini, in 8°. 

The Author of this Treatife, aiming principally in his Pra&ife 
of Phyfick to contribute what he can to the real and conftant cure 
of ail Difeafes, and being well aware of that great dejideratum in 
Phyfick of faithfully recording fuch Medical Obfervations and Me¬ 
thods of Cure, as by candid and careful Phyficians are made , and 
with fnccefs employ’d,refolved at length,after many folicitations of 
thofe of his Friends that knew his Pradife, and his conftant endea¬ 
vours of improving the fame for the common benefit of Mankind,to 
pnblifii tiefe his Obfervations, relating to the Hiftory and the 
fuccefsful and certain Cure of Acute Difeafes, waving therein all 
Phiiofi phical Hypotbefes , and delivering nothing but genuin mat¬ 
ter of Pact; diftinguifhing withal the peculiar and conftant Phe¬ 
nomena of Difeafes from thofe accidental and adventitious^ and 
very carefully obferving the aptnefs of thefeveral Seafons of the 
Year to occafion rhe feveral forts of Difeafes reigning in them. 

Now this Hiftory and Cure of Acute Difeafes here deferibed, 
comprehends his Obfervations of the fifteen laft years of this Age; 
a competent time, forrendring an account of the diftind fpecies 
of Epidemicals, which not only fortuitoufiy invade us, bntare in 
one year, or in a certain feries of years,of one and the fame kind, 
and in other years different from one another. 

To defeend to the particular Matter here performed, 
our Author hath obferv’d, that from the years 1661 to that 
of 1676. there have reigned jSvr ,feveral Conftitutions of the 
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Air* which have produced at many fpeciet of Epidemical Difeafes 
and Feavers feveral ly named. 

Of thefe he calls tbtjtrfi the Continual Depuratory Feaver, lad¬ 
ing trom 1661 to 1665, which he efteems to be the principal Fea¬ 
ver of Nature , forafmuch as therein file doth fo regulate all the 
Symptoms, as to difpc fe the Febrile matter, when duly digefted 
and prepared, to be difeharged either by a competent fweatora 
liberal tranfpiration. Here he records divers important Obfer- 
vations of his, and notes the feveral fymptoms of the Difeafe, the 
Method of cure,and the Diet of his Patient,both during the Difeafe 
and after it; concluding this Head with deferibing the nature,fym- 
ptoms and cure of the Intermittent Feavers bred in this fir ft Con* 
ftitudon. 

The fecond Epidemical Conftitution of another kind he obferves 
to have been in London in the years 1 66s and 1666 This kind he 
calls Inflammatory, of which nature the Plague or Peftilence was in 
the higheft degree, fweeping away, when it was in its height, 8000 
inoneweek, moreorlefs. Here he takes notice , that for rtn- 
dringa rational account both of fuch wafting Difeafes as this, and 
of fuch that are very gentle, it may be fuppofed,that fome.imes the 
conftitution of the body of the Air is fuch that it breeds Difeafes 
that carry away innumerable People; at other times it affli&s but 
a very final number of them ; though it be yet very obfeure to us, 
wherein that different texture of Air, that hath fuch different ei- 
ftdfs, dothconfift. 

Now of this fecond fort he very particularly defcribes alfo the 
feveral fymptoms, and the difficulties occurring in refpeflof thofe 
Phyficians that advifeand life Vena-feilion in the Plague: Where 
he relates a ftrange example of the good fuccefs thereof here in 
England ; as alfo his own ufe of bleeding in this diftemper for a 
while, together wi:h his reafon of defifting from it, and the method 
by him employ’d afterwards, and the fuccefs thereof. 

The third Epidemical Conftitution, deferibed by him, did ob¬ 
tain in the years 1667,1668, and part of 1669$ and it was that of 
the Small pocks, and of a Variolous Feaver, refembJing (except the 
eruption of the puftuis) the Smal-pocks, in fymptoms and dura¬ 
tion, and vanifliing with the Small-pocks. This was accompanied 
with a D iarrk&ajt fpe cially at the later end of if ;& it approached fo 
near the nature of the Small-pocks, that it feem'd to be nothingelfe, 
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but the fame turn’d inward and incumbent on the vifcera. The 
Phenomena, f, mptoms, and cure of this Feaver, and the diffe¬ 
rence between the Diftinfl and the Flex-pox, and the daughter of 
choulaads Pick of thtfe Pox for want of a due Method in treating 
the patients, and many other confiderable remarks, are with great 
care and skill deliver’d by the A irhor. 

The fourth Epidemical Conftitution heredifeourfed of, was here 
in vogue An. 1670, 167 r, 167 ?, and is by our Author call'd f h e 
j Dyfenterical Feaver, accompanied with the Meafels, and the Cho - 
lent morbus, and follow'd by a Bilious Colick: All deferibed as to 
their efiefts and method of cure, with the like care and caution, 
as the fore going. 

The fifth Conftitution that obtained here was An, 1673, 1674, 
1675, viz,. A Feaver of a very Anomalous nature, to which the 
Dyfentcry and Diarrhoea were only fymptomical, not effential, and 
upon which furven’d Epidemical coughs, with Pleurefies and 
Peripneumonia sjas thefe five conflitutions were Stationary So they 
had f .mie Intercurrent Feavers, as the Scar let-feaver , the Eajlard 
Peripneumonia , the Rheumatijme, the Eryfipelas, and the Angina, 
which are alfo accurately deferibed by our Author, both as to their 
Phenomena and Cure. See the Author himfelf both for his Obferva- 
tions and manner of the Cure.

In this fecond and confiderably augmented Edition the worthy 
and Learned Author performs four things in fo many Books. 

In the/?/y 2 ,he gives an account of the Principles of the Platonic^ 
Philofophy, and fhews the difference between it and the Peripate- 
tick 3 delivering in the fame the Natural Theology of the PlatoniHs ; 
and difcourfmgfundamentally, from their Principles, of the Exi¬ 
gence of God, and his Providence and Concourfej then of the 
Origine as well as the Spirit of the World 5 not forgetting to flrew, 
how that Philofophy endeavours to raife the Mind to the confide- 
ration of Eternal and Primaeval notions, and having diverted i t from 
immerfing it feif into unftable and perifhable rhings, converts it to 
luch as are only perceived by the Intellefl; which our Author, 
duely pondericg.the dignity of Humane Nature, efteems to be of 
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exceeding great importance, efpecially fince the world now fwarms 
with thofe that are fo very fenfualastocontend, that nothing can 
be underftood but Body. 

In the fecond Book he explains firfi the Principles of Ariftotlc , 
and difeourfes at large of the nature and origine of Formes ; yet 
without determining here, whether the Forms of living fubftances 
or thequalities of Bodies are things different from matter, or not. 
Next, he treats of the Epicurean Philcfophy, as lefs difficult and 
more obvious; difeourfing of Atoms, their nature and figures of 
continuity, and the manner of the cohaefion of Atoms, as alfo of 
vacuity, &c. 

Thirdly , he explains the Cartejian Principles; where he hath firfi 
a large difeourfe about the nature of a Fhyjical Body, endeavouring 
to evince, that theeffenctof it cenfiftsnot in a trine Dimenfion, 8c to 
fhew,that the Idea of the three dimenfions, ( than which Des Cartes 
contends we can have no other of a Body,)is the Idea only of a Ma¬ 
thematical, not a Phyfica! Body. "Secondly, he treats largely of 
the Nature and Law of Motion. Thirdly , of the Elaltiqee motion, 
and the caufes of that motion, and of the manners in which it is 
communicated; as alfo what difference there is in the ccnfN 
guration of the parts in Springy Bodies, from thofe that have no 
Spring; inquiring alfo, in the Appendix to this Trea tife, into the 
efficient caufes of El.tfticity, concerning which he delivers the fen- 
timent of Mr. Ferrau.lt, after he had alledg’d the Materia / "uhtilis of 
Des-Cartes , and the ignited Atoms, and the Fffluvia of Bodies, 
which as fo many wedges do dilate the confirmed pa (Pages of the 
infiefled Body. As to the opinion of Mr. Ferrault , he fuppofes, 
that the ambient Air is of two forts; one thicker, compofed of 
particles of Earth, Water, infpired by us, not pervading glafs 
nor any other folid body ; the other , far fubriler and more pene- 
tranr, intermingled with the thicker, almoft after the manner that 
quick-lime is mixed with fand,both fwimming and moving in the 
ather , and mixed with it as lime is mingled with water. More¬ 
over, that as the thicker Air,which extends itfelf to feme miles,hath 
its weight , fo the more fubtile hath a greater weight (many Expe¬ 
riments evincing both.) Now to this fubtile Air Mr. Ferrault 
aferibes the Elaftique power and other affeflions, as the firmnefs 
and cohaefion of Bodies ; forafmuchas thecorpufcles, which com- 
pofe every thing, having plainand fiat and manifold fuperficies's* 
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cannot be pull’d afunder, but they mu ft remove the neighbouring 
parrs of the Air-from their place, and by doing fo fomewhat raife 
themafsof the Air incumbent,they being every where prefifedfrom 
theenvironiog Air, no otherwife than a Body inimerfed in water 
is on all fides compreffed by water. Wherefore as often as a firm 
body , e . g. the branch of a tree,is bent, the convex parts thereof 
are fomewhat forced afunder jbut when that exterior forceceafetb, 
rhan every pare recovers its proper figure and feite; and this, he 
faith, is mainly effected by the weight of the fubtiler Air, &c. 

In the third, Book he treats amply of the four Elements, com¬ 
monly fo called, hire. Air , Water, and Earth', where occur many 
confiderablc Obfervations concerning hire and j 4 ir. The Epicu¬ 
rean notion of Fire is here explained, and the Cartefian likewifej 
and rliofe particu'a s difcufTed , that fettu difficult in the later. 
There arealfo recited many pb&ncmen* of Flame, and the latent 
fire in Lime and other Bodies ingeniously difeourfed of: More¬ 
over, what is the nature and life of the Air, what the nature of the 
cAitber , together with the tinny Experiments about the Spring 
of the Air, made in the Machina Eoy liana , in England and el fe¬ 
rn here. tjrc. 

In ih tfourth are explained the Principlesof Chymijlry, the mix¬ 
ture and difloluticn of Bodies, Fermentation <jrc t This alfo is full 
of new Experiments and Obfervations, made here and in France, 
and other Countries. So that there being reprefemtd in this new 
Edition, as in an Epitome, moft of the fubjcOsand enquiries of Na¬ 
tural Philofophy, and they treated with much plainnefs and ele¬ 
gancy, it may be of great ufero young Students in Philofi phy to 
inftruCi thefeives in all thofe matters with brevity and delight. 

IF. Of EDUCATION, efpecially ef Toung Gentlemen, in two 
farts, the fecond Imyreffion with Additions ; Printed at the Thea¬ 
ter Oxon. 80. 

Thar eminently Learned and Famous Knight Sir Henry Wotton , 
did long fince, at the end of his Elements of Jrchitetfnre,proni\fz, 
as devoted to the fervice of his Countrey , a Philosophical Purvey 
of Education which is indeed ( fays he) a Second Building or Re¬ 
pairing of Nature, and a kind of Moral Jrcbitetfure. This he 
promised An- 1624; and he made many EflTays, and began foroe 
Chapters, but could never bring his defign to fo much perfection, 
as could give fatisfaftion to his own mind and intentions. This our 
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Author, whoispleafed to conceal his Name, is very full and 
punftual, with Inftruftions proper for all conditions of human 
life, particularly for the Generous. 

The wifeft of all Ages have taken care of Education, as funda* 
mental to profperous Government, and the beft & moll feafonable 
help to good Literature. Solomon for the Eaft,and Daniel , had 
there an extraordinary felicity. Socrates , Plato , Xenophon, It¬ 
erates, and the Sententious fmall Poets, as we call them, are, in their 
feveral capacities, for Greece. Cicero and Quintilian^ above all 
others, for found Wit and Eloquence, and peculiarly for rhe.r 
Orator , which ftould be their perfeft, coinpleat and honefl (that 
is,in their Style, HororabieJ Man among the Romans. And f mie 
oftheacuieft of our Modern have been free of their Advijo’ s to 
prompt the Studious: Bodin, for Hiftory ; Clapmarim in his No- 
bile Studiorum Triennium, Alfo Grotim , in one or two fhc ets ; 
St ur mi us, with like brevity ; Chr. Colerus De Studio Politico \ and 
Cajfelius in a touch: Joac. l ocani De rations Studiorum Dijjertatio: 
For choice or variety of Books, Drexelius. And Gabr. Nau- 
d<ei Bibliographia Politica, and his Inliruftions for creating a Li¬ 
brary, elegantly Englifh'd by Worthy Mr. Evelpn. Many curious 
French have done well for the main 5 J, M. arguttly in an Eng’ifh 
flieet, &c. 

But this our Author hath reduced the be ft of Antientand Mo¬ 
dern Advifo's into a corn pad Merhod^nd inter’ac'd it with a very 
great variety of his own feafonable fuggefbons. 1 {hall give no 
judgment upon the particulars 5 and the v. ho'c is compofed fo fuc- 
cinflly, that it needs not nor admits any other brevi^c. But I dare 
affirm it, that this Treaufe is fingulariy worthy to be pern fed by 
all the Ingenuous, that arc or may be concern’d in thofe Funda¬ 
mental affairs; as worthy alfo to come fonh from the Famous 
Theatre of Oxford.
